The  answer,  officials  say,  will  depend  in  large  part 
on  whether  Congress  repeals  the  Whitten  rider,  which 
among  other  things,  limits  the  total  of  permanent  work- 
ers to  the  September  1,  1950  level* 

At  present  the  number  is  about  250,000  below  that 
level. 

Should  the  rider  be  retained,  the  Commission  is  ex- 
pected to  tell  agencies  to  convert  perhaps  175,000  In- 
definite appointments  to  Permanent*  This  would  mean 
only  those  Indefinites  who  won  their  jobs  by  passing 
regular  bivil  service  exams  would  be  considered,  and 
advancement  to  permanent  status  probably  would  be  based 
mainly  on  seniority* 

Should  the  rider  be  repealed,  and  observers  think  its 
fairly  likely,  the  Commission  would  face  three  alterna- 
tives, including  ordering  permanent  appointments  for 
those  who  have  passed  regular  exams,  and  perhaps  giving 
a chance  to  those  Indefinites  who  were  appointed  non- 
competitively  to  qualify  for  permanent  appointments  in 
some  cases,  through  new  examination*  (From  the  FEDERAL

”The  Federal  grade 
stamp  on  meat  must  not  be 
confused  with  the  Federal 
inspection  stamp,”  stated 
Miss  Kay  Nawn,  meat  spe- 
cialist of  the  Livestock 
Division,  AMS,  Washington, 
in  her  discussion  on  March 
10  at  CSS,  of  the  five 
federal  grades  of  beef 
usually  available  to  con- 
sumers and  how  to  use 
each  grade o 

"Federal  grades  U*S* 
Choice So Prime , U*  S» 
Good,  U0  So  Commercial 
and  Uo  S»  Utility  appear 
in  the  stamp  on  meat  and 
denote  quality,”  said 
Miss  Nawn,  ” while  the  in- 
spection stamp  which  reads 
”U*S*  Ins* do  & P’S’D”  is 
your  assurance  that  the 
meat  was  wholesome  at  the 
time  it  was  inspected.” 

Miss  Nawn  explained  that 
USDA  Prime  grade  beef  is 
produced  from  young  and 
well-fed  beef -type  cattle ; 
USDA  Choice  is  of  high 
quality  but  has  lass  fat 
than  beef  of  the  prime 
grade  | USDA  Good  cuts  lack 
the  juciness  associated 
with  a higher  degree  of 
fatness,  but  they  have  a i 
high* 'proportion  of  lean  to 
fat  and  their  relative 
tenderness  makes  them  the 
preference  qf  many  people  $ 
USDA  Commercial  is  produce 
ed  largely  from  older  ani- 
mals and  usually  lacks  the 
tenderness  of  the  higher

a Western  grown  substitute 
for  Jute*  Various  little 
known  plants  were  experi- 
mented with  resulting  in 
the  development  of  a plant 
known  to  us  as  Kenaf,  the 
origin  of  which  is  Cuba.

the  harvesting  is  dene 
before  seed  development. 
Maturity  time  for  full  fi- 
ber is  about  120  days. 
Harvesting  is  done  by  all 
methods  from  hand  sickle 
to  combination  power 
driven  harvesters  which 
cut  and  partially  hammer 
out  fiber  at  the  same 
operation.  Separation  of 
wood  fiber  is  by  retting 
(same  procedure  as  the 
separation  of  flax  fibers) 
or  by  mechanical  means. 
Continued  efforts  are  be- 
ing  made  to  improve  and 
perfect  a mechanical 
means  of  separation. 

The  seeds  have  con- 
siderable value  as  an  oil. 
The  seed  yield  an  oil 
similar  to  cottonseed  oil 
with  a yield  up  to  300 
pounds  of  oil  per  ton. 

The  Kenaf  seed  meal  con- 
tains approximately  30$ 
protein  and  is  good  live- 
stock feed.  It  may  also 
be  used  as  fertilizer, 

CSS  Offices  are  re- 
sponsible for  the  price 
support,*  storage^  shipping 
and  disposal  of  seeds 
along  with  the  responsi- 
bility of  shipping  fiber 
stocks.

Plant  food  has  done 
wonders  for  gardeners  in 
I recent  years 0 

Amateur  gardeners  who 
seek  efficiency  insist  up- 
on high  fertility  in  their 
gardens,  which  permits 
|!  them,  to  reduce  the  culti- 
vated area  and  the  work 
of  earing  for  it  without 
decreasing  production,; 

The  placement  method 
which  is  believed  to  in- 
sure maximum  effect  from 
plant  food  at  a ml  nimsm 
cost  is  used  as  follows % 

Prepare  the  soil  by 
spading  or  plowing,  rake 
it  smooth,  and  decide  on 
the  layout  of  rows0  Stretch 
the  line  which  marks  the 
first  row®  On  each  side 
of  this  line  two  or  three 
inches  away  make  a shallow 
trench  with  the  corner  of 
the  hoe  blade,  say  three 
inches  deepc  Then  sprinkle 
plant  food  in  these 
trenches,  using  two  pounds 
per  100  feet  of  row,  in 
each  trench 0 Cover  with 
soil,  and  proceed  to  make 
the  seed  drill  and  sow 
seed  midway  between  the 
fertilizer  trenches „ 

It  has  been  i°ound  that 
too  much  plant  food,  es- 
pecially nitrogen  in  the 
soil  near  the  seed  may 
delay  sprouting,  especial- 
ly of  tomatoes,  cucumbers,

In  small  areas  nothing 
can  be  saved  by  having  the 
soil  tested  to  determine

balanced  commercial  plant 
food,  containing  all  need- 
ed elements,  if  used  in 
sufficient  quantity  will 
j bring  any  average  soil  up 
j to  proper  fertility® 

One  hundred  pounds  of 
plant  food  costs  much  less 
than  a day 5 s work  by  a 
hired  gardener  helper!  but
